Russian Smile Fades 


Editorial — BY BRUCE BIOSSAT 
The “ Geneva Spirit” is a phrase 
that will pass into the lexicon of 
history along with the other fash­ 
ions and fancies of 1955. 
When it 
was 
conceived 
in 
midsummer, 
men 
the world 
over 
hoped 
it 
would soon be translated into the 
substance of real peace. 
But in­ 
stead those hopes are now dash­ 
ed. 
They died at the second Geneva 
conference which was to begin 
casting 
the new 
spirit into 
the 
flesh and blood of solid agreements 
between the West and East. They 
died because the men in the Krem­ 
lin quite plainly never had any in- 
tehtion of making a settlement ex­ 
cept on their own totally unaccept­ 
able terms* 
The only kind of German u n i t y 
the Russians favor is a unity that 
would see West Germany detached 
from NATO, kept unarmed, and 
left politically neutral. 
In that 
position, the Germans would 
br 
prey to the full power of Com­ 
munist subversive and propagan­ 
da 
forces, 
backed 
by the ever­ 
present 
threat of 
a Red Army 
poised not far distant. 


The 
only sort of disarmament 
the Soviet Union is for is the sort 
which would offer the phony ap­ 
pearance of enforcement and a 
misleading token reduction in arm­ 
ed strength. 
Even on so relatively secondary 
a matter as improved contact be­ 
tween East and West, the Rus­ 
sians showed interest only in those 
things which would benefit them — 
removal of trade restrictions af­ 
fecting 
Communist 
lands 
and a 
stepup of technical information 
flowing from West to East. 
From all this it is thoroughly 
evident 
that, despite 
the broad 
smiles 
of the 
Russian 
leaders, 
they have not changed one iota, 
They still press as hard as ever 
for goals 
which have but one 
meaning—ultimate world domina­ 
tion 
by the masters of commun­ 
ism. 
Ft may be true, as it seemed at 
the first 
Geneva 
meeting, that 
the Kremlin leaders 
understand 
the 
folly of 
nuclear 
war 
as a 
means of achieving their end. But 
it is equally true that they have 
not forsworn any other weapon or 
device in the pursuit of their aims. 
They arc trapped by the iron 
dictates of their Communist phi­ 
losophy. It preaches the final tri­ 
umph of communism, and in this 
the men of the Kremlin stoutly and 
publicly proclaim their faith. 


Believing ^ that. 
they 
cannot 
yield what they firmly hold. 
To 
Communists it is good sense to 
yield only when advantage has 
passed elsewhere, when cold ap­ 
praisal 
indicates 
a 
particular 
strategy no longer serves. 
But 
the battle is never really broken 
off. 
It is simply shifted to anoth­ 
er front. 
The 1955 tactic of the high level 
smile was one of the most strik­ 
ing 
and perhaps 
most effective 
shifts the Russians ever have em ­ 
ployed. 
But in the end it can be 
“tea bv all for what it is, even bv 
the most gullible neutralists. It is 
the same old cold war, dressed in­ 
congruously in the warm smile. 
To men who believe as the Rus­ 
sians do. there can be no other 
course than the one they follow. 
And every stratagem of deception 
they use, no matter how artful, is 
doomed finally to failure. For the 
rigid logic of their purpose coro­ 
nels them sooner or later to show 
their true hand. 
At 
Geneva we 
have 
seen 
it 
once more. 
The elaborate cha­ 
rade is over. 
The Russians may 
drop the mask of the smile now, 
for it can serve them 
no longer. 
The real shape of the struggle is 
seen 
again. 
and 
Communists 
will be hard put to find a new 
way to conceal it.

surance company. 
The officer in question is Maj. 
Gen. Byron Gates, former com­ 
mander 
of Chanute 
Air 
Force 
Base, 111., who faces, among oth­ 
er things, a formal charge by the 
Air Force that “he accepted $7.OW 
from the life insurance company 
for services to be rendered by him 
because of his official position.” 
General Gates, who was retired 
for age. has now been recalled to 
active 
duty and 
a 
preliminary 
hearing on the charges has been 
held. 
When queried by this col­ 
umn, General Gates said he could 
make no comment while the mat­ 
ter was under consideration by the 
Air Force and referred all ques­ 
tions 
to his attorney. 
James H. 
Wheat of Champaign. Wheat also 
said he could not comment, but 
said 
he was confident 
General 
Gates would be vindicated. 
Here 
is some of the 
evidence 
Air Force investigations have dug 
up 
in connection 
with 
charges 
formally lodged against General 
Gates. 
The insurance firm he is charg­ 
ed w ith favoring is the Illinois Au­ 
tomobile I n s u r a n c e company, 
which includes among its direc­ 
tors state legislator Ora Dillavou
